Total business reported by 
the retail merchants was $1,- 
5691,000 over the year 1976 ol 
$1,480,000 for the same per- 
od. Merchants as a whole for 
the entire City enjoyed a 
much healthier gain over 
this period when the report 
was received which showed 
that during this period in 
1976, a total of $1,898,000 had 
been accumulated, but for 
this same time in 1977 a to¬ 
tal of $2,235,000 was en¬ 
joyed lor an increase ol 15.2 
per cent. 

Fhrther reporting on the 
State of California as a 
whole, Reilly, showed the 
state enjoyed aji almost 13 
per cent increase. As far as 
the state was concerned, he 
stated that the high increase 
in business wais due to the 
dropping of unemployment 
wdth almost a half-million 
increase in employment over 
that period.

Reilly showed that Sierra 
Madre did receive from the 
State of California as a 
clean-up of the sales taxes 
due them on the fourth quar¬ 
ter, a payment of $10,800 was 
sent to the Treasurer ol Sier¬ 
ra Madre to be placed in an 
appropriate fund. 

This makes the second 
time that Don Jackson, presi¬ 
dent, h.as practically "brow¬ 
beat” the local merchants 
into a promotion, and both 
times they came through 
with flying colors. ’The first 
being the closing of Sierra 
Madre Boulevard and an in¬ 
crease of 15.9 per cent, and 
now the clo.sing of Baldwin 
Avenue and an increase of 
5.4 per cent.

Sierra Madre City Council Holds Last 
Meeting of Year and Clear Agenda 


Gerald Rudolph Ford, the 
38th President of the United 
States, will preside as Grand 
Mlarshal at the 89th Pasa¬ 
dena Tournament of Roses 
on January 2, 1978. 

As Grand Marshal, Ford 
will ride at the head of the 
annual Rose Parade, which 
is traditionally being staged 
on Monday since New Year’s 
Day falls on Sunday. 

The 64-year-old President 
will also be the honored 
guest at the 64th Rose Bowl 
football game in the after¬ 
noon. 

‘The theme of our 1978 
Rose Parade is ‘Qn the Road 
to Happiness.’ and President 
Ford is certainly the person 
who put our nation back on 
that road,” said Tournament 
President Harrison R. Baker, 
Jr., In announcing the selec¬ 
tion. 

President Ford is the third 
former Chief executive to be 
feted by the Tournament. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower served 
as Grand Marshal during the 
1964 “Symbols of Freedom” 
festival and Herbert Hoover 
held the honor in 1945. 

Ford was first elected to 
Congress in 1945, serving 25 
years in the House of Rep¬ 
resentatives prior to his ap¬ 
pointment as Vice President 
of the United States in 1973. 

He became President on 
August 9, 1974. 

A graduate of the Univer¬ 
sity of Michigan, Ford play¬ 
ed center and linebacker on 
the undefeated 1932 and 1933 
teams and was named most 


valuable player in 1934. 
However, none of the s e 
squads made it to the Rose 
Bowl. 

It is ironic that his alma 
mater will be meeting Wash¬ 
ington in the 1978 classic. 

President Ford did view the 
New Year’s Day Game as a 
spectator during the 1948- 
Michigan-USC battle. 

He is now returning to the 
Pasadena Tourname n t of 
Roses festivities after thirty 
years plus one day to the 
date.

Then, with their trade 
volume lower, could we expect local business to 
be able and ready to serve us in emergencies? 

Or, some day, if we need medicine, or a spark 
plug, or other vital item,. .will we have to make 
a long trip to some distant city to get it?

One of the oldtlme residents of Sierra Madre with 
an impeccable reputation for being a “good neighbor” 
is our own Sierra Engineering Company. This firm has 
earned an outstanding reputation in its fieLd of oxygen- 
breathing equipment along with a limited number of 
other products that serve a variety of industries. Its hu¬ 
man simulators for one. are well-known world wide as 
are its masks of many different varieties. 

Sierra has been a company that has provided many, 
many residents of Sierra Madre with a livelihood for 
many years, and in the past few years hag again reached 
the point of employing more than a couple hundred persons. 

It has helped to ease the burden on the home owner by- 
paying a very large property tax on its buildings and 
the wages paid to its employees, hag certainly found its 
way into the City Treasury via the sales tax paid to local 
merchants in fair proportion. 

Unfortunately the company has had to make use of 
several sepaarte buildings because of very limited facil¬ 
ities available in Sierar Madre most of them are a few 
hundred feet away from the main plant. This certainly is 
not the most efficient system for any company, but Sierra 
has made the most of it, ccntinuing to operate to the best 
of its ability. Recently the company was fortoinate enougii 
to land a couple of new large contracts that called for , 
additional space and found itself with nowhere to go. ! 

It therefore became necessary for the company to 
look to other areas to place some of its operation. An in¬ 
dustrial complex in Arcadia seemed to offer the needed 
space and just recently the research and dvelopment sec¬ 
tion, which had been across from the main plant was 
moved to this location and it is understood that part of 
the production section will soon make the move also. 

Sierra Madre cannot afford to lose this company 
as a resident, and split site operation with 20 minutes 
traveling time does not seem to be efficient, by any stretch 
of the imagination. It would be a severe blow to Sierra 
Madre should tjie company decide at a future date to 
consolidate its operation outside of our city. 

We hope our City Coundll will take a long, hard look 
at the situation and take whatever steps are necessary 
to help make a “home” for our “good neighbor.” The time 
to act is now; we are already a day late and a dollar short.

Widowers — All Are Now Invited 


Patchwork, an organization 
originally orgonized as a 
self-help program for widows 
ig now opening its member¬ 
ship to widowers, announced 
Fran Bumb, San Marino, vol¬ 
unteer chairman of Patch- 
worif. 

“When St. Luke Hospital 
first began Patchwork,” ex¬ 
plained Mrs. Bumb, “we felt 
that there were so many un¬ 
met needs of the widow. How¬ 
ever, we have come to realize 
that men who have lost tiieir 
wives experience grief and 
bereavement which can be 
helped through a program 
like Patchwork.” 

St. Luke Hospital began 
Patchwork in 1375 with a 
core group of seven widows 
who were employeeg of the 
hospital. Today, more than 
70 women attend the month¬ 
ly meetings which are held 
at St. Luke on the second 
Wednesday of each month. 

Sally Hoff McClellan, pub¬ 
lic relations director for St. 
Luke stated, "We have seen 
Patchwork has beneflttedi the 


women who attend. This is 
because only those who have 
experienced the grief and pro¬ 
found loss when their spouse 
dies can really understand 
and help someone else who 
is going through this ex¬ 
perience. This kind of self 
help should not be limited 
to women which is why we 
are inviting and encouraging 
men who are in this situa¬ 
tion to participate in Patch- 
work.” 

Patchwork meetings usual¬ 
ly feature a speaker who 
talks about a subject of in¬ 
terest to widowed persons. 
Augmenting this is a shar¬ 
ing time which allows mem¬ 
bers to exchange exi>eriences. 
feelings and solutions to 
problem^. 

Stateg Mrs. Bumb, “When 
your mate dies, your life 
turns upside down and inside 
out. That’s just the way it is. 
And during this confusing 
time, you begin to think that 
you are completely alone and 
that no one could possibly 
underst^md what you are 


feeling. 'This is where Patch¬ 
work comes In — we do un¬ 
derstand because those of us 
attending have all been there 
before. 

Widowed men and women 
are invited to attend Patch- 
work, which is held at no 
charge at St Luke Hospital 
on the second Wednesday of 
each month..

Hello and Welcc«ne! 

As President of your Board 
of Education, I wish I could : 
meet with each of you pci- 
sonally and chat with y u 
about the exciting and posi¬ 
tive things that are happen¬ 
ing in our schools, and also 
share with you may enthu¬ 
siasm. 

Learning is taking place 
in Oiur schools! For the 
fourth consecutive year our 
test scores are up and wo 
have again reversed the na¬ 
tional trend. This is perhaps 
one of the few, if not the 
only, urban school district in 
the nation where such a 
phenomenon is taking place. 

The educational offering.s 
are wide and varied, from 
the academic to the career- 
vocatiooial type programs, 
kindergarten through the 
twelfth grades. We have 
from the highly sophisti¬ 
cated instructional programs 
for the gifted child to the 
multiple of opportunities for 
the slow and reluct a n t 
learner, in oiu- efforts to 
reach and challenge the cap¬ 
abilities and potentials of 
each child. Along with out 
Saturday tutorial readi n g 
program, this year ive have 
added a new math tutm-ial 
program; and we have ex¬ 
panded our art, music and 
science programs. We have 
the fundamental schools and 
the regular schools which 
emphasize the basics and of¬ 
fer a wide variety of choices, 
and the alternative where a 
child can progress as fast as 
or as slew as he chooses. 
Respect for law and order, 
emphasis on self-discipline, 
and character education are 
all a part Of the students’ 
everyday experience. R e - 
gardless of which choice is 
made, learning is taking 
place in the classroom. 

It is the goal of this Board 
of Education and Adminis¬ 
tration that when a young¬ 
ster receives a diploma, he 
is equipped with some kind 
of product to soii to earn a 
living, or to enter the field 
of higher education and into 
the professions. / 

This year we have in¬ 
creased funds in the budget 
to 1.5 million dollars for in¬ 
structional sup plies and 
equipment so that each 


school will be fully eq,nip¬ 
ped with the necessary tools 
and books. For the safety 
and security of our children, 
we have implemented a nev/ 
program of security guards. 
This district has been in a 
major moderniaztion and 
maintenance program for the 
past several years in ottr ef¬ 
fort to upgrade and make 
more attractive all of the 
schools in the dis t r i c t. 
Through wise and prudent 
spending, with no increase, 
but, in fact, a reduction in 
your tax dollar rate, we arc 
able to accomplish all of this 
and still keep our schools 
financially sound. 

We are justly proud of our 
schools. I urge you to visit 
your schools, talk to the 
principal and the staff, get 
to know them, and partici- 
pae in your school commu¬ 
nity life. Members of the 
Board of Education and I, 
your superintendent and his 
administrators, and every¬ 
one of the staff stand ready 
to help you In any way we 
can, hut in turn, we need 
your support and help to 
continue making this an out¬ 
standing school system of 
sterling quality.

While most of us were on 
vacation, workshops on the 
"Urban Development Stra¬ 
tegy,” U.D.S., were held 
throughout California. July 
18 through August 10. This 
stratey or plan was prepared 
by the director of the State 
Office of Planning and Re¬ 
search, William Press, under 
the Governor’s direction and 
guidance. 

The U.D.S., only needing 
the Governors signa t u r e 
through Executive Order to 
start the ball rolling, vrili 
draw circles around major 
metropolitan areas. Califor¬ 
nians will be "resuired” to 
build inside these circle be¬ 
fore being allowed to build 
on land contiguous to the 
existing areas. 

Business must locate with¬ 


in or near the circles and ail 
new industry must be sited 
where the State directs. 

Here are some more speci¬ 
fics of this plan: If an apart¬ 
ment owner fails to comply 
with housing codes, his prop¬ 
erty goes into receivership, is 
“rehabilitated” and the ren¬ 
tal Income from the property 
is then used to pay for re¬ 
pairs. 

Tax sharing pools would 
be set up to equalize the 
amount of money each dis¬ 
trict would have to spend. 
The money would go into a 
regional sharing pocl to be 
divided and then come back 
to the communities. 

U.D.S. will virtually des¬ 
troy the building industry 
and real estate business. 
Property values which are 
already high will sky rocket. 
The American Dream to get 
out of the densely populated 
cities and have a home and 
some land will be shattered. 

The Califemia Housi n g 
Finance Agency will set up 
lending programs. How will 
this be funded? 'This plan 
"requires” that the Public 
Employees’ Retirement Sys 
tern and the State Teachers’ 
Retirement System inve s t 
part of their assets in the 
agency. Our tax dollars will 
guarantee this funding 
against loss! 

Who will be in charge? 

! The Governor and appointed 
; Councils of Govern m e n t 
(COGS), along with other 
I regulatory agencies with 
'■ veto power over local elected 
' officials.

Farmers in California are 
working with senior citizen 
groups to provide free sur¬ 
plus food to the needy. One 
group is called “Senior Glea¬ 
ners.’’ 'They pick up wastedi 
crops or food and distribute 
it to the hungry. The Kiwan- 
is has sponsored many of 
these food scrounging groups. 

Here’s how the program 
works: 

A farmer decides he Can¬ 
not sell several rows of his 
peach orchard. He calls the 
Senior Gleaners. They send a 
group of workers out to the 
farm, pick the peadhes and 
distrlute to the needy. 

Other crops might be wal¬ 
nuts, tomatoes, cherries, apri¬ 
cots or siweet potatoes and 
apples. 

Some of these gleaner - 
scounging dubs have been 
around for years and many 
are affiliated) with churches. 

A systematic state-wide 
distribution is now under 
way. Other gleaner groups in 
California are Golden Har¬ 
vest in Merced and Neigh¬ 
borhood House in San Diego. 

The program has worked 
so well that others In the 
food chain — the processors 
and food distributors — have 
joined in giving away slight¬ 
ly damaged! or surplus food 
and dannedt goods. 

'Two new laws in Califor¬ 
nia help prevent food waste. 
One limits the liability of 
food donors. They formerly 
feared they might be sued 
by a person who ate a do¬ 
nated item and became ill. 
The other allows the donor 
to deduct the cost of the food 
for income tax purposes.

BofA Baoklet Clorifies Facts To Help Loan Consumers 


A new booklet designed to 
help consumers luntJerstand 
installmejit loans was re¬ 
leased recently by Bank of 
America. 

The booklet, "The Facts 
About Bank of America’s In¬ 
stallment Loan Programs,” 
is part of a continuing pro¬ 
gram by the bank to in¬ 
crease consumers’ under¬ 
standing of bank service.. 
Alreatty available are book- 
leth on the bank’s checking 
and savings programs and 
real estate loan programs 
and a series of “Consumer In¬ 
formation Reports.” 

The 24-page booklet is 
availale without charge at 
any of the beuik’s branches. 

"It’s important to under¬ 
stand lenders’ terms and how 
they affect the cost of loans,” 
the bank says in its hew 
booklet. Lenders are required 


by law to disclose the cost 
of credit in terms of annuol 
percentage rate (APR) and 
iinance charges, the booklet 
points out. The APR states 
the yearly cost to a bor¬ 
rower in percentage terms, 
while the finance charge 
states the total cost of tlie 
loan in dollars, which may 
include not only interest, but 
other credit costs such as 
service charges or appraisal 
fees. 

How the lender calculates 
Interest on a loan also af¬ 
fects the cost of the loan, 
the bank 'advises. For ex¬ 
ample, when the "simple in¬ 
terest” method is used it’s 
possible for borrowers to re¬ 
duce interest charges' by 
making earlier, larger or ad¬ 
ditional payments, since in¬ 
terest is calculated daily on 
the outstanding balance of 


the loan. "The simple inte¬ 
rest method is usually more 
advantageous to the borrow¬ 
er than other methods of 
calculating interest since the 
interest charge declines as 
the loan is repaid,” the bank 
explains. 

The bank suggests asking 
these questions when shop¬ 
ping for an installment loan: 

— What is the annual per¬ 
centage rate? 

— What is the total cost 
of the loan, including any 
service or appraisal fees? 

— What is the length of 
the loan? 

— What are the numiber, 
amount and due date of the 
payments? 

— Are there any lele 
charges for overdue pay¬ 
ments? 

— If the loan is paid off 
early, are there any pre¬ 


payment penalties? If so, 
what are they? 

— Does the loan have to 
be secured? If so, what col¬ 
lateral is required? 

The booklet describes the 
types of installment loans 
available from Bank Amer¬ 
ica, the loan interview and 
application process, and the 
documentation Involved. It 
also discusses consumers’ 
rights under state and fed¬ 
eral laws and suggests where 
to go for ■ help with credit 
problems.
